The Paris City Commission met in special session at 6:00 p.m. viewable on Facebook live at www.facebook.com/cityofparisky on Tuesday, June 22, 

2021.  

 

Mayor, John Plummer called the meeting to order, and the Pledge of Allegiance was recited.  

 

City Clerk Stephanie Settles conducted roll call.

Upon determining a quorum was present for the transaction of business, City Manager Daron Jordan proceeded to conduct the meeting.  

 

Public Hearing for a HUD Community Development Block Grant Application for Economic Development.  

Logan Hart with Bluegrass Area Development Agency discussed the Kentucky Department for Local Development is accepting application materials 

under the 2021 HUD Community Development Block Grant (CDBG-CV) Program in response to the ongoing COVID-19 Pandemic. This program 

offers funding assistance for utilities delinquencies. The City of Paris intends to apply for financial assistance for the purpose of working with the 

Community Action Council to accept applications for delinquent bill forgiveness for those individuals and families affected by COVID-19 for the 

following utilities: water, sewer, electric, and gas utilities. A copy of the CDBG application material will be on file at the office of the mayor for 

citizens’ review and comment during regular business hours from Tuesday, June 1, 2021, through Tuesday, July 6, 2021.Comments on the proposed 

application may be submitted to the attention of Mayor Plummer, at 525 High Street, Paris, KY 40361 until the close of business on Tuesday, July 6, 

2021.  No comments written or verbal comments were received.  Public hearing closed at 6:08 p.m.

ORDINANCE NO. 2021-7 

 

AN ORDINANCE RE LATING TO THE DESIGNATION OF THE      CITY’S FLOODPLAIN 

ADMINISTRATOR 

 

WHEREAS, since the adoption of the City’s flood damage prevention ordinance, changes have  occurred in City staff which now require current 

revisions to the ordinance, 

  

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF PARIS CITY COMMISSION      THAT THE FOLLOWING SECTION OF THE 

CODE OF ORDINACES BE AMENDED: 

 

§ 74.100 DESIGNATION OF LOCAL ADMINISTRATOR 

 

The City Commission authorizes            the Mayor to appoint a qualified individual to administer, implement, and enforce the provisions of 

this chapter by granting or denying development permits in accordance with its provisions, and is herein referred to as the Floodplain 

Administrator. 

 

 

Motion by Gibson, seconded by Roberts, to award chemicals for the FY’22 budget as recommended by Chad Smart the Superintendent of the Water 

Treatment Plant Caustic Soda - Citgo Water, Chlorine - Brenntag USA, Sulfur Dioxide- Brenntag USA, Granular HTH - Brenntag USA,  HFS Acid - 

Univar USA Inc, DelPac 2020 – USALCO, Anhydrous Ammonia – Brenntag USA, Salt Pellets - Brenntag USA,  Sodium Permanganate - Hawkins 

Inc. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye. 

 

Motion by Gibson, seconded by Roberts, to amend the pay and classification scale for the Chief of Police to reflect a Mid-Point of $ 39.63, Minimum 

of $ 33.00 and Maximum of $ 49.50. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye. 

 

Second reading of ordinance 2021-8 was read. Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Brooks, approving Ordinance 2021-8 amending the employee pay 

scale and classification Ranges.  Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye.

AN ORDINANCE RELATED TO THE AMENDMENT OF EMPLOYEE  

 PAY SCALE AND CLASSIFICATION RANGES 

 

WHEREAS, the City recently underwent a review of its system of personnel organization and management that resulted in recommended 

revisions to its pay scales and grades;  

 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF PARIS, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

 

The pay scales and grades attached as Exhibit A incorporated into this Ordinance as if set out in full are adopted as the governing pay scales, 

steps, and grades for all full-time employees of the City of Paris, in accordance with KRS 83A.070, until such time as the City Commission may amend 

these pay scales, steps, and grades.

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Gibson, approving Kentucky Bank for the financing of a 2020 Elgin Whirlwind Street sweeper for a 4-year term at 

a rate of 1.35% for the Public Works Department.  Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts 

voting Aye. 

 

Motion by Brooks, seconded by Plummer, approving the hire of Christopher Canter as a Police Cadet based on the recommendation of Erin Morton 

and Chief Thomas, contingent upon completing the physical exam. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, 

and Roberts voting Aye. 

 



Motion by Brooks, seconded by Galbraith, approving the hire of Desirae Thacker as Police Cadet based on the recommendation of Erin Morton and 

Chief Thomas, contingent upon completing the physical exam. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and 

Roberts voting Aye. 

 

Mayor Plummer read a proclamation recognizing the United Way proclaiming September 24, 2021 as United Way of the Bluegrass Centennial Day 

in Paris, Kentucky. 

 

Motion by Plummer, seconded by Gibson, approving the hire of James Fryman as a medium sized equipment operator for the Public Works 

Department contingent upon passing the drug screen and onboarding interview with the City Manager. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with 

Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye. 

 

Motion by Brooks, seconded by Galbraith, approving to obtain quotes for an annual line of credit for $ 350,000.00. Motion carried by roll call vote of 

5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye. 

 

The city commission decided that the second meeting at 9:00 a.m. on July 27, 2021, will be canceled.  

 

Bryan Beauman and Commissioner Gibson discussed city ordinance updates related to commercial activity and parking downtown.  A draft 

ordinance will be brought to the commission at a future meeting for review related to business license for events, and merchant parking downtown.

Motion by Plummer, seconded by Galbraith, approving May financials as presented by Brad Oberlander, reflecting General Fund Revenues of  

$ 8,645,619.00 with expenditures of $ 7,428,396.00.  Utility Fund Revenues of $ 9,052,471.00 with expenditures of $ 8,443,484.00. Motion carried 

by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Brooks, Roberts, Galbraith, Gibson voting Aye. 

 

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Brooks, approving payment of invoices as presented. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, 

Brooks, Gibson, Galbraith, and Roberts voting Aye.
